The One Hundred Heralds Sent 
East. 


It hus been observed that certain 
members of the Rout'd of Directors 
were exceeding partial to the H e r a l d , 
and when 
the Star and Exprés*, 
(which were pretty well known news­ 
papers, and whose editors have had 
some experience in California jour­ 
nalism, and are looked upon as able 
and conscientious writers,) expected 
anything from that source they were 
counting without their host. 
The 
thing culminated last night; and, it 
seems to us, to have all been cut 
anil dried for some time. 
In other 
words, the Chum her subscribed to 1(H) 
copies of the Weekly H e r a l d , for 
eastern transmission. Mr. Lazard, un­ 
mistakably a fair man, and a gentle­ 
man who never allows himself to be 
wai']>ed by political differences, or 
otherwise,'declared that be had can­ 
vassed the m atter among the members 
of the organization, and he found it to 
be the general opinion that if the 
Chamber of Commerce subscribed to 
our city papers, 
the 
subscription 
money should be distributed among 
all the papers.—[An able and con­ 
scientious editor. 
The above is a very unfair statement 
of what was'done at the meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce. 
The Di­ 
rectors desired to obtain the collection 
and transmission of news by telegraph 
and newpaper. 
They sent requests
